'JUNE CHICKS SLEEP 


LIVES AWAY' ERROR 


In some localities "May chicks 


sleep lives away," In others it is the 
June chick that is given the credit of 
too much sleepiness. But, as a fact, 
It is the caretaker's drowsiness that 
Is at fault in either case. As June Is 
usually the first really warm month, 
the chicks require a cool, »hady place 
light feed and not to much of it at 
th.2 start. Mites and lice are preval- 
ent and too often they raise havoc 
before the trouble Is located. 


Too often the brooder temperature 


is not watched closely enough and 
suffocating heat ruins the chicks. 
The brooder room and hover needs 
spraying with a good disinfectant to 
destroy lice and mites. The chicks 
heads should be examined for lice. 
Care must be taken that the chicks 
do not He in the path of hot sun rays

Lice and Mites and 


How to Fight Them 


Beginning about the first of June important that a bright warm flay 


a flock of hens usually will lay fewer j 
•ggs each 
week 
until production 


finally ceases in October or Novem- 
ber, says F. tv". Garrett, farm adviser 
of Douglas count}', in his latest bul- 
letin to his farmers. From the stand- 
point of profitable egg production 
the poultryiran's problem is one of 
how to delay as long as possible this 
inevitable 
drop in egg 
yield. One 


Important factor In this connection 
Is the control of lice and mites. AJ 
hot weather approaches these little 
parasites multiply very rapidly and 
If nothing Is done to get rid of them 
will prevent'any flock from making 
a profitable showing. 


There are many kinds of lice to be 
found on hens but fortunately their 
habits aie so nearly alike that, in 
practise, 
one method 
of treatment 


can be used to control them all. Or- 
dinary lice remain on the hen all the 
time and any substance used to kill 
them must be applied to the hen 
Spraying the chicken house will not 
kill lice 


SIMPLE REMEDY 


One of the simplest and quickest 


methods of treating hens for lice Is 
to use a mixture of mercurial oint- 
ment and vaseline. Have the drug- 
gist mix these in equal parts by 
weight." Treat the entire flock at 
one time. Apply to each hen a small 
quantity of the 
ointment—perhaps 


the size of a kernel of 
corn—rub- 


bing it on the skin at a point about 
one 
inch 
below the 
vent. 
Care 


should be taken not to leave much of 
the ointment clinging to the feathers 
as it Is poisonous If taken internally. 


The effect of the mercury will re- 


main lone: enough 
to destroy any 


lice which hatch from eggs that may 
be present at the time the treatment 
is slven. Three or four applications 
a year should keep hens reasonably 
free from lice. 


WILL PREVENT HATCHING 


This ointment should not be used on, 
setting hens as the mercury will pre- 
vent eggs from hatching. Lice pow- 
der !s the only safe thing to use on 
setting hens.

CUCUMBER BEETLE 


The striped cucumber beetle may 


be controlled either by poisoning or 
by oeing driven away 
by offensive 


odors. If poison Is used It should be 
thoroughly applied, being careful to 
cover the stalk of the plant and the 
underside of the leaves. 


Poison may be applied In either of 


the following- ways: 


(1) Spray with arsenate of lead 1 


ib to 25 gallons of water, or 


(2) Mix one part of calcium arsen- 


ate with 20 parts of gypsum and ap- 
ply as dust preferably when the dew- 
Is on, or 


(3) Kit 1 part powdered arsenate 


of lead with 10 to 15 parts of flour.
